The  Norsemen,  a special  inter- 
est  organization  on  BYU  cam- 
pus, has  been  disbanded  at  BYU 
permanently,  according  to  Inter- 
Organizational  Council  officials. 

A 4:1  VOTE  passed  the  motion 
Tuesday  and  gave  the  following 
reasons  for  the  action;  (1)  Act- 
ivities not  in  keeping  with  the 
standards  for  club  organizations 
on  the  BYU  campus.  (2)  Closed 
balloting  for  new  members.  (3) 
Not  maintaining  membership 
selection  design  as  outlined  in 
the  club  constitution. 

IOC  DEPARTMENTAL  Presi- 
dent Theo  Powell  refused  to  give 
detailed  reasons  for  the  disband- 
ing. 

Student  Coordinator,  LaVar 
Rockwood,  commented  that  there 
would  be  a meeting  Monday  at 
7 p.m.  with  the  Norsemen  to  in- 
form the  whole  group  of  the  deci- 
sion rendered. 

THE  CLUB  WAS  organized  in 
1962  as  a club  for  sports-minded 
men  on  campus  and  was  suspend- 
ed last  spring  lor  six  months 
with  a $75  fine. 

The  reasons  for  the  suspension 
last  spring  were  listed  as;  hold- 
ing an  unscheduled  off-campus 
event,  having  no  faculty  sponsor 
at  the  event,  a “community  com- 
plaint” and  “evidence  of  physical 
harassment”  described  as  run- 
ning up  and  down  the  side  of  a 
gravel  pit  doing  duck-walks.” 

THE  CLUB,  an  encourager  of 
winter  sports  and  supporter  of 
the  annual  Winter  Carnival,  was 
re-instated  on  Nov.  1,  after  pay- 
ing the  $75  fine.

Norsemen  officials  were  not 
available  for  comment.

We  would 
have  just  shut  off  the  engines, 
the  same  as  was  done  and  placed 
the  launch  tower  back  up  and 
taken  the  Astronauts  down  by 
elevator.” 


THE  19  STEP  before  U.S.  Com- 
missioner Esther  Carter  here 
Thursday.  The  federal  govern- 
ment must  show  .“probable  cause” 
for  further  legal  action  on  the 
charged  filed  in  what  the  FBI 
calls  a Ku  Klux  Klan  plot. 

Defendants  include  the  top  law- 
men of  adjoining  Neshoba  county 
— Sheriff  Lawrence  A.  Rainey, 
41,  of  Philadelphia,  Miss.,  and 
deputy  Cecil  Price,  26. 

THE  SHERIFF  and  many  of 
the  others  conferred  with  defense 
lawyers  during  the  day.  And  two 
citizens  groups — one  here,  an. 
other  in  Philadelphia — opened 
drives  for  donations  to  a legal 
defense  fund. 

Of  the  21  men  arrested  in  the 
case,  19  are  charged  with  con- 
spiracy to  interfere  with  the  fed- 
eral rights  of  the  slain  men.  The 
others  were  charged  as  accessor- 
ies after  the  fact. 

Any  murder  charges  in  the  case 
must  come  from  the  state,  which 
had  made  no  move.

From  Little-Explored  San  Miguel . . 


Zoology  Gets  Mexicon  Collection; 
Cross  Gives  Reptiles,  Amphibians 


A collection  of  reptiles  and  am- 
phibians taken  in  southwestern 
Chihuahua,  Mexico,  has  been  don- 
ated to  the  BYU  Zoology  Dept, 
by  explorer  John  Cross  of  Orem. 

THE  COLLECTION  includes 
snakes,  lizards,  frogs,  toads  and 
salamanders.  The  collecting  took 
a month  and  was  done  along  the 
San  Miguel  River.  This  area  is 
350  miles  south  of  the  Mexican 
border  in  the  Sierra  Madre  Oc- 
cidentale  Mountains. 

The  state  of  Chihuahua  is  simi. 
lar  to  Utah  in  that  there  are 
deserts,  high  mountains,  and  a 
few  large  rivers,  but  Chihuahua 
differs  mainly  in  the  southwest- 
ern part  where  there  are  heavy 
summer  rains  and  a subtropical 
climate  for  part  of  the  year. 

3IUCH  MORE  exploration 
needs  to  be  done  in  the  area,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Wilmer  W.  Tanner, 
of  the  Zoology  Dept,  who  explored 
the  area  in  1958  and  1960. 

Five  speqies  found  are  new  to 
the  state  of  Chihuahua.  Other 
species  are  now  represented  by 
additional  specimens,  for  which 
their  range  has  been  extended. 
This  makos  possible  a better 
understanding  of  the  cold-blood- 
ed vertebrates  of  the  area. 

THE  CROSS  EXPEDITION  is 
one  of  the  few  ever  made  into  the 
area.  Since  the  terrain  is  rough, 
little  herbatological  collecting  has 
ever  been  done  there. 

The  nine-man  party  drove  to 
the  citv  of  Chihuahua  by  car, 
then  entrained  to  Creel.  From 


Creel,  trucks  and  the  Indian  port- 
age bearers  transported  the  val- 
uable equipment  to  the  San  Mig- 
uel River.  The  20  miles  of  travel 
on  this  river  was  highlighted  by 
frequent  collecting. 

WHEN  THE  GROUP  found  a 
specimen,  it  was  caught  by  hand 
or  shot  by  a special  .22  caliber 
■ dustshot”,  which  kills  but  doe.s 
not  mutilate.  The  specimens  were 
then  placed  in  p’astic  bottles  fill- 
ed with  a pre.serving  formaMe- 


hyde  or  alcohol  solution. 

At  the  end  of  the  river  travel, 
the  equipment  was  carried  out  of 
the  deep  river  gorge  by  mules. 
Then  the  travel  methods  were 
reversed. 

The  Cross  party  has  been  quite 
active  in  the  past.  Tiiey  explored 
a*  sister  river,  the  Uriquo,  last 
year.  In  May.  the  group  plans 
a 425-miIe  one-month  trip  from 
ihe  headwaters  of  the  Amazon 
River.
